Under the caption of "Scarcity of 


Silver Change," the issue of January 
1,1853, says: "It is the duty of Con- 
gress to furnish the people with cur- 
rent coin,, but it miserably falls to do 
it. 
Gold is abundant enough, thanks 


to California, and there is no (icaroity 
of paper money, thanks to the" bogus 
banks. But silver change is growing 
so scarce that with a 'dollar bill iu 
your pocket, it is'a difficult matter to 
get a shilling's worth of. oysters. 
The 


retail merchants and: eating houso 
people say they have to buy change 
every morning to enable them to carry 
on their daily business. 
How silver is 


to be made more abundant we'cannot 
exactly see, bat as it is the^busiu'Bss of 
Congress to supply us with change we 
hope they will attend to it.11 


At that time the great silver mines 


of the west had not been 'discovered. 
The gold etfeitemerit of California and 
Australia was on and the .Easterners 
were afraid that gold would have to be 
demonetized. 
Shipments of Austra- 


lian gold from England wore arriving 
and the gold product of California wa 
alarming. 
People were advised not to 


go to the gold fields of either Califor- 
nia, or-Australia, 
That it was next 


to suicide. 
Tho hardship and risks 


were recited and stories toJd of the 
bleaching bouen of brave adventurers, 
who had been lured to their deaths by 
the Goddess of Gold. 
Iu fact similar 


adventures and stories were written 
then about the California gold discov,- 
eries, that are now of almost daily 
publication about the Alaskan fields, 
The wild Indians were to be dreaded 
iu crossiug the plains aud the journey 
by sets had many terrors.

"Don't you know that man?" asked 
Southern member of Congress of a 


Washington Star reporter, pointing to 
an elderly man with gray, curly hair 
and mustache, who stood at the corner 
of 14th and F street a few afternoons 


ago- 
" - , - . ' • 
"That is H. G. Wortbington, and few 


men in this world have has as diversifi- 
ed life as he. He and Henry G. Dawes of 
Massachusetts are the only survivors 
of the distinguished men who acted as 
pallbearers at the funeral of President 
Lincoln. That was on April 18,1865. 


Worthington was then a Represent- 


ative from Nevada, and it was by no 
means bis first position in public life. 
He was a member of the California 
Legislature in 1851, and served to- 
gether with the recently' retired JUF- 
tioe Field. He was with Walker the 
filibuster, in bis expedition in Nica- 
ragua, and barely escaped the fate that 
befel Walker and several thousand of 
his followers. 


"Worthington participated in the 


admission of three States. He is one 
of the few persons living who stumped 
California for General John 0. Fre- 
mont. He was a great friend of Fre- 
mont, and was his legal representative 
in 'settling up his Mariposa estate, in 
California. 


He was sent by Nevada as her first. 


Representative in Congress. Nye and 
Stewart came along at the same time 
as Senators. 
When Grant was in Cal- 


ifornia, long before the war, he be- 
came acquainted with Worthington, 
The friendubio that sprung up be- 
tween them in the golden State was 
severed only by Grant's death. 


"President 
Johnson 
appointed 


Worthingtou to a South America Mis 
sion. Later he 
v?as 
recalled, and 


Grant appointed him Collector of the 
port of CharlestowB, S. O. He is a 
native of South Carolina. Thi> people 
of the palmetto i-tate sent him tn Con- 
gress too. 


"Worthington was in Ford's Theater 


the night that President Lincoln was 
shot, and he was a wit.ne.ia at the trials 
of the assassins. He hud been with 
the President at the White House in 
the afternoon. He spends much time 
in Washington, and it is always a rare 
treat to meet and converse with him."

The • ecree of the Lower Court Re- 


The Supreme Court yesterday filed 


'its opinion in the Foley estate case, 
reversiug the lower court. Tha opin 
ion is by Bonniflal'i, Judge, Beikuap, 
Chief Justice, and Massey, Judge, con- 
curring. 


The Supreme Court holds that the 


District Court, under the'statute had 
exceeded its jurisdiction iu making B 
decree of partial distribution of the 
estate upon the application of" an h»ir, 
and also decreeing a distribution of 
any part of the estate to any person 
claiming the same as assignee or pur- 
chaser from an heir. The court, further 
holds that the eastern heirs can only 
have their rights determined and their 
interest under the contract deter- 
mined and distributed iu a proceeding 
for final distribution. 


This ia strictly in aceordp.nce with the 


statutes, though, it appears the q'uesr 
tion was not raised in the lower court 
though it was ia the argument before 
the Supreme Court. 


Jacques Offenbach. 


A few facts about Jacques OSenbaoh 


will bo interesting to those who have 
enjoyed his wonderful operas. It is 
said that during his whole life.ho did 
not produce oue failure, and nothing 
more remarkable than this could be 
eaid of him. Offenbach was born in 
Cologne in 1819, aud from 1834 to 1837 
he was a student in the Paris Conserv- 
atory. He began bis career as a violin- 
ist in one of the Paris theatres. After- 
wards he was appointed leader at the 
Theatre Prancaise. Then he opened a 
theatre of his own in the Champs 
d'Elysee, which he called the Bonffes 
Parisians. This was a summer theatre. 
In the winter he removed his company 
to the Theatre de Comte in the Passage 
Choiael, He waa a king m Paris. 
His 


"Orphee aux Eufera" ran for 300 nibble 
when first produced. For the copy- 
right of his "Whittingtou and Eis Cat." 
wliich be wrote for the Alhambra 
Theatre, Locdrn, he received $15,000, 
a very, large price iu 1874. His best 
kuown productions are "La 
Belle 


An Iron Clacl Contract, 


It waa .supposed that the days of 


slavery as far as this country is con 
earned were over, bat it seems by the 
contract that the Associated Press de- 
mands of its subscribers, as published 
in last night's Gazette,, that another 
emancipation proclamation will 
be 


necessary for the benefit of the news- 
papers of the country. 
This press 


trust presents a contract for a term of 
uinety yearp, binding the subscriber to 
pay, 
in the first place an outrageous 


price for the service and such ad 
ditional toll as it sees fit to assess, np 
to 50 per cent of the original charge 
per week. 
The charges must be paid 


in advance and the subscriber must 
rustle uews for the press trust over a 
certain 
prescribed 
territory. 
The 


charge for service may be raised from 
time to time as the press trust decides, 
notwithstanding the roar of the sub- 
scriber. That iu case the paper should 
be sold or transferred to a successor! 
the latter is bound by the contract 
It is also specified that the subscriber 
shall not .transmit or furnish to uny 
parties any of the news until after its 
publication, 
JL'hat the suspension of 


such service must be under the by- 
laws of the association and that the 
latter is to be held free from any lit - 
bility or damage arising from the pub- 
lication of any news sent by it. 


In fact the Associated Press has the 


eternal cinch on any poor devil or cor- 
poration thut happens to bo runuing a 
newspaper and signs its contract and 
giving them no say except to put up 
aud look pleasant.

Inventions is comprised tinder the head 
of "alarms"—these being machines by 
which persons who otherwise would not 
think are made to think.
